In this country 
we never did a wiser thing than practically 
to ignore the loaders of the rebellion at the 
elose of the war.

The New York Herald has taken up the pat* 
mnizing form of defamation in the case of 
Thomas Nast, tho artist 
Tommy has been 
using his caustic poncil pretty freely In cari­ 
caturing the ‘‘intellectual department” of the 
great newspaper, especially in reference to Its 
cry of Caesarism. 
Tais the discoverers of 
Livingstono don’t propose to submit to quietly. 
So they represent Tommy as in desperate 
financial straits and call upou so much of the 
public as appreciates nnd Is Sorry for impe­ 
cunious genius to contribute liberally toward 
his relief. 
The whole thing is of course exces­ 
sively mean, but Nast cannot reasonably 
complain of boing mado to accept reprisals 
after scoring people right and left for years. 
The most dangerous g ill that any human 
mind can possess is the gift or satire aud 
ridicule; while as an Intrinsic moral and po­ 
litical power It* force is beyond computation. 
How strong Nast’s personal partisan feelings 
may be we do not know nor e&re, but there 
can hardly be much doubt that if Harper’s 
Weekly had been as decidedly Democratic as 
It has been Republican he would easily have 
transferred his Impaling cartoons to the other 
Bide. 
So it's give and take, Tommy; you only 
get printed Roland for a penciled Oliver. 


It is really comforting to know that not lesa 
than one hundred dollars in silver haa actually 
been put in circulatiou by Secretary Riehanl- 
sou within a day or two as the beginning of 
specie payments; and that the great Financial 
Minister will keep ou shelling out the coin at 
the rate of five dollars a day until the country 
is flooded with tho bard money of happier 
years. 
That Is, so far as $250,000 will bring 
about that glorious result. 
And $250,000 is 
not a sura to be sneezed at when one poor 
man has It; and Indeed it is an immense 
amount any way. 
Let us see: $250,000, 
when the Secretary has got it into circulation, 
will put a quarter of a cent apiece into the 
hands of the total population of New York 
city.

sutler a Brodhead man to run without its sup­ 
port if it had to haul down every othor candi­ 
date to make a place for him. 


T b e S ie k e * V e rd ict. 
The result of the Stokes trial is uow attain­ 
ed and widely known. 
We wish to make but 
a very few comments upon it. 
The chief of 
these is that so great a mountain should have 
brought forth so ridiculous a mouse. 
There is 
certainly som ething so uncertain as to amount 
to a radical defect about a body of law which 
under the same substantial questions of fact 
ran produce two results so dissimilar in de­ 
gree as the first and last verdicts in this ted­ 
ious case. 
For almost two years this matter 
has been pending. 
It has been before Lbr?o 
Judges, who have each a deserved reputation 
for legal knowledge and fairness. 
Tim most 
acute professional ability has been brought to 
bear upon it by counsel for the ¡tato and for 
the prisoner. 
No trouble ba3 been spared 
and uo expense forgone which would end in 
Bhedding additional side-light upon the issues 
involved. 
This indeed,all the more thorough­ 
ly than in most instances, for money wiva not 
lacking to enable Stokes to make the best 
possible showing that the circumstances would 
allow. 
Tho killing ha! been conceded from 
the first and Us general causes, together with 
Us moral and social effect, quite as well com­ 
prehended as they are now. 
Notwithstand­ 
ing this, an incalculable cost in time, money 
aud trouble has come upon the* prisoner and 
the people simply bocaose we 
needed 
to 
find out In a legal sense what had happened 
and what the statues would allow us to do 
about it. 
Yet it is absurd to find fault with 
the complexity of legal definitions of crime, 
perhaps, after all, or with the corresponding 
difficulty of applying them. 
Questions of mo­ 
tive are only a little harder to solve than ques­ 
tions of fact, and when twelve men undertake 
to fit a series of each of these upon a body of 
law it is nothing short of a miracle if they find 
a verdict at aU with the least flavor of Justice 
to it- 
Although we are relieved upon the 
whole to be assured of on(t gallon's scene the 


less to make a blot upou our state anaale, we 
caunot but set down the impression that it 
was no Influence of the bare force of right or 
wrong that saved this young man from death 
and gave him four years of Sing Sing instead. 
It was his youth, his social standing, his 
money, his pluck and patience, his tirelesauud 
able counsel, in connection with «11 the in­ 
cidental forces that gathered round the caso. 
We think the remarks of Judge Davis in 
pronouncing sentence were uncalled for, lu 
bad taste and totally unjudicial. 
If we do not 
greatly mUtake a justice transcerda his office 
in expressing his personal opinion cf mi of- 
feoce in open court after a verdict. 
However 
it is something to be thankful for that the case 
Is ended. 
With it the manes of Fisk must bo 
appeased and his partisans content. 


Tike T im e to E con om ía?» 
We have already demonstrated the close 
sympathy the Ring candidate for Sheriff, Mr. 
Vandevoort, has with the defaulter Brodhead, 
and the substantial service be reudered him 
by his vote against further investigation of his 
accounts. 
That was a kind of vote that no­ 
body would have cast unless iufluenced by ihe 
warmest friendship and the closest sympathy 
with the object sought, the covering up of the 
rascalities of the most corrupt scoundrel iu 
Ul3ter county.

Especially have the people of Lister county 
need of retrenchment and reform, for it has 
been fairly skinned by the Ring.

bills have used up the substance of tax-payers 
until they cry out for relief.

By this table it will be seen thai whoever 
belonged to the Ring now intensely Interested 
In the election of Vandevoort had au immense 
bill. 
A. A. Deyo, Jr., a right bower, averaged 
$8,000, while Davis Winne was content with 
an average of $5,400. 
But Westbrook, Brill 
and Kerr have raised tho average to $10,000, 
without consulting the charges of the Albany 
Penitentiary for board of prisoners, which is 
now largely done and should relieve the Shor- 
iiTa bill of a considerable amount. 
So the 
county of UUter is now paying Its Sheriff more 
than twice as much as it was nine years ago. 
That U a startling fact that every taxpayer 
will undoubtedly consider, for it come3 right 
out of his pocket. 
And it is not at all a mat­ 
ter of surprise that a SlmrifT assured a citizen 
of the county that a Sheriff could clear $30,- 
000 In his term of otfice. 
The officer should 
be well paid, as it Is a responsible position, 
but such sums as that, saved after the enor­ 
mous amounts spent for political purposes are 
deducted, are enormously exorbitant. 
But in addition to the heavy charges against 
the county itself in which every taxpayer Is in­ 
terested, there is other plundering iu which a 
special class, and that the most distressed and 
unfortunate, are the chief victims. 
As they are 
taken out of poor men’s last remnaut of prop­ 
erty these charges are peculiarly onerous aud 
oppressive. 
It is a common thing for Sheriil’s 
charges to b« largely iu excess of the legal 
rates, while wc have heard of instances in 
which three or four times the legal eran? have 
been charged. 
This comes out of tho very 
class least able to stand 1L 
This Is the system that now prevails. 
It is 
the Ring system, and so long as a Ring man 
is in office It will prevail 
Mr. Vandevoort is 
said to owe Mr. Brill about $17,OCO. 
Mr. 
Brill haa speut considerable monoy to get him 
nominated In addition to that, and is known 
to have put $3,500 In the canvass, and prob­ 
ably more. 
Now when one man spends about 
$5,000 to get back $17,000, both of which 
sums must come out of the people of Ulster, 
can we expect that BIr. Vandevoort will fall to 
make as largo bills or as excessive charges as 
have his predecessors! 


M r. B r u d h e a i’i **C o n fid e n tia l C lerk .* 
For year after year Joba C. Brodhead acted 
a? paymaster of the Ring forces. 
It was thro’ 
him they drew their sustenance out of the 
county, until they nearly drained it dry. 
As 
a moans to put Brodhead in funds to tide 
over his own personal indebtedness, help bis 
endorsers on tof a scrape, and give him funds 
to run two railroads besides the Ring part of 
the Democratic party, the scheme for the ex­ 
tension of $514,000 of the county debt was 
formed.

Foland have became after John’s digging 
about him and manuriug him and turning 
upon him the fall forco of his latest improved 
heating apparatus he has been transplanted in­ 
to a soil of huge possibilities r 
Let his advo­ 
cates flounder around about that $25,000 
package as much as they please, they must 
admit that there ia horrible danger iu elevating 
to office a youug man politically educated by- 
John C. Brodhead. 
The point Mr. Poland’s friends must meet is 
this,—th at his silence has cost this county 
$25,000 (unless the decision la reversed), two 
years’ time and interest, and added to the risk 
of losing the larger share of the entire amount 
of $100,000. 
Now Mr. Foland tolls one man 
that those bonds wqre missed by him from 
that safo weeks before the Investigating com­

reticent again and wants to deny his state­ 
ments. 
Three things, however, are certalu: 
Firet, those bonds were not In that safe when 
the Investigating Committee was appointed. 
Second, James R. Foland knew they were not; 
he baa said so. 
Third, Brodhead knew that 
Foland was cognizant of the absence of the 
bonds. 
He would never have dared to make 
the claim that they were stolen daring the ses­ 
sions of the Investigating Committee had be 
not known that James R. Foland would not 
peach. 
Tho merest whisper from Foland two 
yeara ago would have prevented sach a claim 
ever having been dreamed of. 
For that $25,- 
000 or the cost of reversing the judgment 
James R. Foland is responsible to the people 
of Ulster couuty if there In* such a thing as 
political responsibility for anything left in the 
land.

A n n u a l P a rad e a n d Inspection of tha 
K ingston Fir* D epartm ent*— T ria l 
of Steam Fire E ngines. 
Had the power to order woatber for tho au- 
uual parado and inspection of the two Fire 
Departments of this city been granted to those 
who participated in that display on Thursday 
no finer day could have been chosen. In the 
streets there was neither dust nor mud, and 
over all the sun shone brightly, while a pleas­ 
antly cool breeze made the long line of march 
less of a burden than was expected. 
Line was formed by the diflereDt depart­ 
ments In the lower portions of the city at 10 
A. M. and the march to the general rendezvous 
in front of the City Hall property in O’Reilly’s 
grove taken up, with bands playing and the 
apparatus of the companies reflecting the rays 
of the sun with almost the dazzling effect of a 
mirror.

Tho decorations along the route wero very 
numerous and flowers were as plenty as they 
arc supposed to be in May. Mr. John O’Reilly 
flew the starry banner from the lofty mast on 
his lawn, and from there all the way up Union 
avenue the ladies who lined tho sidewalks 
greeted the fire laddies with waving handker­ 
chiefs and smiling faces.

Previous to the trial the gauges of the 
engines were tested by Mr. Tobias F. Black- 
well and found to correspond very closely. 
Messrs. James McCausIand and Tobias F. 
Blackwell of this aity and William Nickerson 
of Newburgh were chosen lodges and the trial 
began, the hose beiDg laid iu Ravine street 
and the streams thrown up that street toward 
Hunter. • 
A question arose pending the decision of 
tho judges regarding the amount of steam 
carried by the diflerent engines, it being claim­ 
ed that Lindsley’s steam was allowed to run 
up to 140 pouuds, and consequently no deci­ 
sion will be given till the matter is investigat­ 
ed and the testimony of witnesses secured by 
tho judges and Chief Engineers. According 
to'the judges’ measurement the streams thrown 
by the engines were respectively as iollow*:

The study of teratology and embryology, or 
treatise on the abnormal aud monstrous 
formation iu man aud animals, lias for a num­ 
ber of years received considerable attention in 
medical literature. Some writers maintain 
that a perfect system ef nomenclature and 
classification of the different conformations and 
peculiarities of the human and brute monstros­ 
ity can bo so perfectly arranged as to take its 
proper place In the nomenclature of medical 
Bcionce. 
I will give briefly the peculiarities of a case 
that came under my professional observation 
and leave my professional brethren to judge 
for themselves to what genus it properly be­ 
longs. The child was of German extraction, 
its size aud weight below medium. Tho top 
of the head and front of face natural, and in a 
normal condition. The right external ear was 
located down on the neck, the meatus or open­ 
ing iu its proper location. The left external 
oar occupied its proper place, but the meatus 
or opening closod by a cartilagiuous coveriug. 
The arms proper, that is from the shoulder to 
the elbow, were lying against the body in a 
fixed condition, being auchylosed at the shoul­ 
der joints; elbows natural and flexible. The 
wrists and hands natural except the absence 
of the thumb of the right hand. The body was 
natural down to tho breech; gender neither 
male nor female, there being no distinguish­ 
able characteristics of either sex. 
The 
os coccyx or terminus of the spinal column ex­ 
tended about four inches, presenting the au- 
pearance of a tail. The lower extremities put 
on a very peculiar abnormal condition; tho 
hip and knee joints were simi-flexed aud sta­ 
tionary, as well as the lesser joints below the 
knee. Both feet wore thrown forward and 
firmly adhered to the tibia, or shin-bone. It 
breathed but feebly and lived ten or fifteen 
minutes. Namo3 and parentage intentionally 
omitted.

The inspectors, af­ 
ter having so counted said ballots, shall set 
down in writing the whole number of such bal­ 
lot supon each question, and the whole number 
for and against each of the said questions, and 
shall certify and make return of tuo said seve­ 
ral votes iu tho samo manner as prescribed by 
law in reference to othir ballots ‘at a general 
election.
